L. D. Nesbitt, Lead of the publicity 
department of the Albe ta Wheat 
Pool, gave Rotarians a vivid picture 
of cruoial points in the history of the 
war, showing by what narrow mar¬ 
gin the Allies prevailed. With Allied 
success over the pe.iod of war, he 
linked the contribution of the Cana¬ 
dian farmer quoting Hon. Malcolm 
MacDonald, British high commission¬ 
er a year ago, who said, “Without the 
help of the Ca adian farmer Britain 
would have lost the War two years 
ago. The British people eat frugally 
and if- they had had to eat less than 
they aie now consuming they could 
not maintain the standard of health 
which has so far enabled them to 
gc through four years of war with fit 
bodies, sound minds and resolute spir¬ 
its.” He also outlined the changing 
food po’icies of Britain and the wa. 
in which Canadian farm production 
stepped out to fill developing needs. 

hirst giving a brief view of 5*4 
years of war, he said, “It must be ob¬ 
vious as we retrace the calamitous 
earlier yea:s, and the prospective vic¬ 
tory that lies ahead that Providence 
was kind to the United Nations. 

“We might well wonder what qui.k 
of fortune deterred Hitler from in¬ 
vading a virtually disarmed Britain 
with his terrible military might in the 
summer of 1940. We reflect on the 
sudden drop in tempe ature to sub¬ 
zero levels wi.ich turned back Ger¬ 
man tanks because their oil congeal¬ 
ed at the very threshold of Leningrad. 
It was just by a hair’s breadth that 
the Germans fal ed to capture Stalin¬ 
grad. El Alemain was another turn¬ 
ing point. The success of the landing 
on Normandy beaches last June will 
rank with jthc greatest milita y ach¬ 
ievements in all range of history. Now 
we know that had - Germans concen¬ 
trated their forces at that point, in¬ 
vasion forces wou d probably have 
been turned into the sea.” 

“And in another different way the 
Supreme Power favored United Na¬ 
tions. North America has been the 
main food leservoir for Britain, the 
bulwark of democracy. Enormous 
quantities of food has been needed. 
The remarkable thing is that the 
crops in Canada and U.S.A. during 
the five war years have been consist¬ 
ently good. If we had had the crop 
failures of the mid-thirties during the 
war it might well have spelled defeat 
for the Allies. On the other hand con¬ 
tinental Europe has experienced poor 
crops during war years, while during 
the mid-thirties Europe produced the 
largest grain crops in its history. 

British Food Policy 

From 1939 to 1944, said the speak¬ 
er Canada produced the total of over 
2% billion bushels of wheat, besides 
other grain. From 1940 to 1944 Un¬ 
ited States produced 4.6 billion bush¬ 
els wheat and enormous quantities of 
other grain. 

Early in the war the British decided 
to concentrate on grain raising at the 
expense of livestock production,- it be¬ 
ing more economical to feed grain to 
people instead of livestock and have 
people eat the meat. Consequently 
tilled acreage in Britain increased al¬ 
most 5 million acres. This increased 
wheat, oats, barley potato and sugar 
beet production. The big reduction in 
livestock w.as in hogs. Before the war 
Biitain produced only 45% of its own 
food, but by the change it produced 
70%. 

When the Low countries were over¬ 
run in the spring of 1940, Britain 
turned to NorthAmerica for increased 
meat supply. Canada was asked to 
take Denmark’s place in supplying ha 
con. Since then Canadian farmers 
have sent over 2<i billion pounds of 
•aeon and pork to Britain, the hulk 
of which came from the prairies. Out 
of 8,390,000 hogs merketed in Canada 
last year 2,750,000 were Alberta pro¬ 
ducts. Last year Canada also sent 132 
million pounds of beef (product of 
320,000 cattle); as well as the pioduct 
of 26,740 lead of amb and mutton. 
Last year Canada supplied Britain 
with meat to the value of 194 million 
dollars. 

Canadian Fnoda at Low Brices 

In addition, Canadian farmers have 
supplied Canadian people with the 
largest amount of food ever available. 
Outside of butter there has been no 
serious food rationing, and Canada is 
the only exception in this respect 
among eembntant nations. Canadians 
have enjoyed the largest i-uantity of 
high quality food at t'.e lowest pre¬ 
vailing price of any combatant nation. 
Even United States hasn’t been able 
to accomplish this. 

"Furthermore,” raid M". Ne:bitt 
“Canadian farmers accomp’ished this 
with the decreased working efforts,of 
some 400,000 men, sons of the farm 
and hired help. Farm production wSs 
realized through the efforts of middle- 
aged farmers, their wives and famil-

The bye-election in North Grey 
-which was considered us having na¬ 
tional significance in respect to over- 
erseas re-enforcement policies, was 
won deciseively by Garfield Case, Pro- 
giessive-Conservative with a vote of 
7,388. General A. G. McNaughton, the 
government candidate, and Minister 
of National Defence, won 6,099 votes 
and the C.C.F. candidate Air Marshal 
Earl Godfrey won 3,136 votes. North 
Grey was -considered fair testing 
ground fot a federal content, as in 
the last 2$ elections it has elected 1.2 
Liberals and 10 Conservatives, 

The holding of a federal election 
this spring is believed to hinge on the 
outcome of this bye-election as it is 
taken as a gauge of public attitude 
toward the re-enforcement issue. The 
defeat of General McNaughton is 
an expression of sentiment hostile to 
the government policy , of modified 
conscription. 

The life of parliament expires un¬ 
der general procedure in Ma ch -of 
this year, following a 5-year term. 
But a general election is now prob¬ 
able. Prime Mini, ter King, speaking 
after the election was conceded to 
Case said that he had sought to avoid 
a general election while? the men were 
fighting but a general election' ap¬ 
pears inevitable at this most critical 
stage of the war. 

’Mr. Case who is 45 years of age. 
and mayor of Owen Sound, said: 
“There is one great personality w- 
must all ecognize", our gallant leader 
John Bracken He gave us the spark 
that gave us victory. This is a vv- 
fcory for the boys overseas.” Mr. 
Bracken vvas surrounded by a trium¬ 
phant group of party wokets in Ot¬ 
tawa when the news of the great Con¬ 
servative v etory came through. 

General McNaughton said that 
Tory reaction had won the first skir¬ 
mish in the battle-which Ls to decide 
the future of Canada for a long time 
tc come.

“The Maintenance of comparatively 
low* prices for food in Canada has 
been an impo tant phase of our eco¬ 
nomic setup. Unquestionably there 
would have been much more labor 
unrest if food prices had not been so 
’ow. Food prices are about one-third 
the cost of living, and the cost of liv¬ 
ing index hes increased by only about 
18% after 5(4 years of war.” 

The average farm price of wheat in 
war years has been only 72V-/ cents 
compared with the average of St.48 a 
bushel during World W ar 1. This >s 
the lowest of any combatant natio , 
and amongst the lowest in the world. 
Ir. some countries cost of living has 
soared upyard of 200 per cert. 

In corc’us'on Mr. Nesbiu emnha- 
sived the magnifice t job agriculture 
has done in war years, not only in sup 
plying food, but in direct contribution 
to war services, (of the total Alberta 
en i tm nt 54% we e from the farms). 
He aP.o impressed the splendid re¬ 
sults in price control which brought 
less return to farmers than they 
would othe wise have had. hut on tne 
other hand was a st'bliizing feature 
of immense importance in national 
stability, and in holding off inflation.

ed comfortably in Canadafor two or thrqe years. Many 
were captured at a time when the Nazis were still full 
of confidence and had suffered few major losses. Since 
then they have been segregated with fellow Nazis, mu¬ 
tually nuising the delusions in which they were trained. 
There is no good reason why they should not still be 
imbued with all the ruthless arrogance of their kind. 
They have suffered no bombing, • seen no devastation. 
They have not gone hungry, nor shared in all the hor¬ 
rors which are now facing the German people. If Nazi- 
ism is still Tampant it will be amongst these prisoners 
of war. They constitute a menace even greater than the 
German people now being crushed in the Allied ma¬ 
chine. Recent news of German prison camp^nurders at 
Medicine Hat are confirmation of the prevailing Nazi 
sentiments in these camps. 

\Ylrt>^ tRe time conies for release of prisoners Canada 
cannot afford to show any leniency. Every German 
prisoner should be deported to what is left of his own 
country as speedily as can be arranged. Not one should 
be permitted to remain in Canada under any pretext. 
And others proved to nave pto-Nazi or pro-Fascist sym¬ 
pathies should also be deported. After that they can 
work out their destiny under the sleepless (let us hope) 
eye of those who have suffered most at Germany’s, 
hands. 


^ great deal has been said respecting the future fate 
of the German people. There is the extremist who 
cries “Exterminate them all, every last man, woman 
and child.” No matter what outraged feelings prtmipt 
this sentiment, the actual carrying out of such a senti¬ 
ment would involve a more ruthless butchery than the 
Allies would countenance. Besides the idea is not practi¬ 
cable; the German peopler"8re*1oo widely scattered. 
Then there are the other extremists who are already 
advocating gentle measures, and a halt in the toll of 
vengeance now being inflicted. 

Between these two ext:ernes must lie some balanced 
course of treatment, which will leave no doubt in the 
German mind for years to come that the over-running 
of other countries will not be tolerated. Added to that 
is the hope that a new ideology can be created to re-, 
place the old Prussian ideal of blood 1 and sword and 
Master Race. _

How does small business fare under our present capitalistic sys¬ 
tem ? Small businesses are finding it harder each year % resist the 
unfair competition of the monopolies. The small towns along the high¬ 
ways are siowly dying on their feet as business is drawn away from 
them by the powerful financial stiength of Big Business. Even in ci¬ 
ties chain stores of many different types are slowly but surely (trowel¬ 
ing out the independent merchant. If small business is to survive the 
unfair practices of monopolies must be curbed. 

From the 1919 level following World War 1, the number of com¬ 
mercial and industrial failures increased by S89V in three years. Cur¬ 
rent-liabilities jumped 389V. Many small businesses were severely 
handicapped in competing with large concerns who sold only for casfi, 
while they, had to accept charge accounts. Resides this the volume of 
business was reduced and had debts were common. 

During the first years of the war we were told by the press ami 
the administrators of Capitalism that we could have prosperity after 
the war. Now, however, Bank Presidents and the heads of large cor¬ 
porations all .warn us of a coming depression. They say there is no 
cure for depression or war. It is true that Capitalism has no cure. 

Only under a system of public control as advocated by the C.C.F. 
will war and depressions disappear. We dare not leave our National 
business to the unfair control of Monopoly. Only the C.C.F. haS a plan 
for'the protection of small business from ruthless competition.
